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THE TIGER SHARK—direct from the pro- 
ducer to the consumer.

HIS story is in the true sense of the 
word a “fish story’’—but one that is 
veracious in every respect. It tells of 
fishing for mighty monsters of 
the deep on a hitherto inconceivable 
scale; of the wide market for the fin- 
ished products; of the use of the shark 
—all of him—from the tip of his ugly nose, where 
most of his brain is located, to the end of his tail 
up to 30 feet distant, and of the commercialization 
of everything situated between these two points, 
“from snout to tail fin.”’ 

Supported by French capital provided by mem- 
bers of the Rothschild family in Paris, whose com- 
mercial acumen in picking winners for over a cen- 
tury is a matter of international record, an Amer- 
ican from New York, Dr. Alfred Ehrenreich, sci- 
entist and inventor, the greatest living expert oh the 
utilization of the shark for industrial purposes, has 
installed a fishing station and reduction plant at 
Djibouti, French Somali, at the lower end of the 
Red Sea, and a tannery in Paris, France, for the 
large-scale exploitation of shark leather, shark oil 
and by-products. 

Thus, this former infant industry, which first 
saw the light a few years ago in an experimental 
station on the coast of Florida, has grown up to 
the realm of “big business’ and is preparing to take 
its place as a member of the family of the vast com- 
mercial undertakings of the world. 


HAT this all means might be visualized some- 
thing like this: 

Assuming vou yourself are something of a fisher- 
man, choose a bright, sunny afternoon and, armed 
with your. pet piscatorial apparatus, pick out your 
favorite creek where you know that sharks abound. 
Then you catch a shark. There are more ways of 
catching a shark than choking him with butter, as 
they once said of dogs, so Izaak Waltonize yourself 
and—land your shark. Having brought him to 
shore without damage to the fish and, incidentally, 
to yourself, you proceed to skin him. This must be 
accomplished with considerable care, as any slight 
slip of the knife might cut a hole in the hide and 
render it unfit for marketable use. 

After having skinned your shark, which may 
require a day or more, subject to your cleverness, 
you then tan the skin. Thus you produce shark 
leather, pliable, of high grade and virtually inde- 
structible. But before attempting to tan the skin 
you will find it requisite and necessary to remove 
the denticles with which it is covered for the out- 
ward protection of Mr. ‘‘Tiger’’ Shark, whose fam- 
ily name is Plagiostome, during tne course of his 
aguatic activity. These denticles do not resemble 
ordinary fish scale any more than armor-plate re- 
sembles the tinfoil wrapper around a piece of choco- 
late, Their technica) name is ‘“‘shagreen,” and they 
are to the shark what rivets are to a steel structure, 
only they cover the entire surface of the skin. 

(Parenthetically, Dr. Ehrenreich has perfected a 
process for removing these denticles, leaving the 
shark skin smooth, unscarred and without a blem- 
ish, ready for the tanner.) 


ETURNING to your shark, you now prepare the 
choice parts of the meat for salting and drying, 
to be used as a food. Devote some time to the rest 
of the meat and to the carcass, making fertilizer 
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ALFRED EHRENREICH,

from it by drying and pulverizing. It will be good, 
serviceable fertilizer, for it will contain 15 per cent 
of ammonia and 10 per cent of bone phosphate, 
Glue, too, may be made. 

Meanwhile, you will have put aside the enormous 
liver for special attention. This you must prepare 
in a kettle built for the purpose and then extract 
the oil, bleaching it, if you like, under a tropical sun 
if one happens to be available. The shark fins 
which you have carefully severed from the fish are 
particularly valuable for your export to China, 
where they are prized as a table delicacy. Even the 
eye, when nicely boiled—and it looks much better 
than it sounds—-will furnish a beautiful, translucent, 
pearl-shaped jewel which will soon be seen mounted 


_as a scarf pin in the shop windows of Main Street. 


OU are now in a position to commence to profit 

financially from your venture by selling the 
products derived from your first shark. The leather, 
which outwears ordinary leather threefold, will be 
bought by a manufacturer of shoes, bags and of 
fancy leather goods, and the inside skins will go to 
makers of chamois leather, gold-beaters’ skin and 
for linings. The leather will bring you 50 cents 
or more a square foot.

aration. The fins (Ah! Shark-fin jelly!) will 
average $1.50 a pound, probably more. Pack your 
fertilizer in sacks or barrels and sell it for $60 a 
ton. 

For the oil you will receive about $1 a gallon. 
It is used for tempering steel, for soap making and 
for other industrial purposes. Refined, it becomes 
a food product and an ingredient in various medi- 
cines. 

All in all, your average shark, weighing, we will 
say, 250 pounds, will beat out in financial value a 
porker of the same weight, with the added com- 
mercial incentive of costing you nothing for fodder, 
nothing for care, nothing for land and almost noth- 
ing for transportation excepting as a finished prod- 
uct. 

Multiply this little example of one solitary shark 
by 200 daily, making arrangements for the skinning 
and reduction of the monsters the instant they reach 
the dock, and you obtain a general idea of what the 
work at a real shark fishing station is like. And 
he is yours for the catching.

AMES J. CORBETT started to run away from 
his first fight. 
The former San Francisco bank clerk, 
whose early training had singled him out for 
a more gentle walk in life, was 12 years old 
when a young school bully in St. Ignatius Col- 
lege picked him as the target for his butts 
and aroused the ire of the future world champion. 

Corbett, in dread of his old-fashioned, God-fear- 
ing parents, put up with the bellicose youngster, 
twice his size and strength, until his boyish pride 
rebelled and he gave the bully the thrashing of his 
life. The feat caused Corbett’s expulsion from the 
school, but it also instilled in the embryo champion 
the knowledge that he could fight. 

“From that fight I learned a lesson,” Corbett 
says in the story of his life. “The Roar of th: 
Crowd,” recently published by G. P. Putnam’s Sons 
“I learned that the size of a man does not count 
and that by using my head and feet I could lick a 
nan much stronger than myself.” 

This belief the young San Franciscan, whosé dandi 
fied appearance earned him the sobriquet of ‘‘Gen- 
tleman Jim,’ carried through many successive fistic 
battles up to the dav he met and defeated one of the 
greatest of all ring masters, John IL.

H” HAS come from the little circus at the end 
of the boulevard where the fete is being held, 
lugging his living burden, between the canvas booths 
and flaring banners of the drowsing fair.

One of the gendarmes has collared the little man, 
who limps, while his left arm hangs loosely as he 
walks.

“Coralie, my wifé.” 

“And the man, le p’tit?” 

“Francois Hachard—‘Limpy’ Francois. My sweet- 
heart’s husband, le salaud!” 

“Sapristi!”’ thinks Francois, “this is a fine posi- 
tion for me—a man who once tamed lions!”’ 


RANCOIS read the story as he sat on the thin pal- 

let of his narrow cell in Paris on the morning of 
Feb. 20 last. He knew that Juliette was dead. Juli- 
ette ... si belle—si fausse. It hurt, deeply, dully, 
as his shoulder, where that brute of a lion Brutus 
had ripped it, sometimes hurt—=in gray, wet weather.

Better a thousand times to have been blind tc 
what he could not help. ... But he, fool, had lis- 
tened to Mme. Chaput. ... He had been desperate 
when she pictured them together—his mignonne 
Juliette and the big hulking brute of a husband— 
bear wrestler. ... 


OW, what? He could see the crowd about the 
booths last night and his own targets idle. Any- 
one could clean the guns, but who could take the 
place of Juliette? (Too many guns at these fairs, 
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say the French police.) He could see her black 
hair, her enkindling eyes, the carmine lips that 
parted in a dazzling smile. He could see the white 
iron birds swinging across the painted azure sky, the 
white iron ducks floating on chains across the little 
lake, the white glass eggs that danced like fairies 
on their tiny jets of water.
